Uy  dear  Sir  John: 

J  *kas  anxioue  to  see  you  before  I  leave  for  the 
country  tc-reorrov,  tut  ]  an  sorry  that  your  enea(?enent s  and  iry  own  have 
n-adc  this  linpossitle.  fiiili  you  allow  ns  to  lay  before  you  for  your 
consideration  a  scheae  which  I  desire  to  have  linitiated  lin  the  Univer¬ 
sity  ?  I  should  hike  you  to  consider  lit,  and  if  you  feel  that  you 
cannot  think  of  lit  favourably,  perhaps  you  would  not  definitely  decide 
in  that  way  until  1  have  had  a  chance  of  talking  to  you  about  lit  on  nry 
return  to  the  city. 

The  schene  that  I  wish  to  inaugurated  is  a  system 
of  Graduate  K'cllowsbips,  each  fellowship  of  the  value  of  end 

involvinfj  an  expenditure  of  about  ^10,000  a  year  in  all.  The 
purpose  of  the  Rcnerrc  lis  to  enable  cur  own  students  who  have  taken  a 
decree  in  any  one  of  the  Faculties  to  continue  their  work  for  graduate 
depress,  and  to  ilnauce  stuoents  fron  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion 
to  corre  here  and  finish  the  work  for  their  advanced  decrees  here.  This 
seeirs  to  ire  to  be  a  very  critical  tine  for  us  in  Canada,  Undoubtedly 
we  have  learned  froir  the  Gernans  that  efficiency  is  a  primary  Quality 
for  success.  The  only  success  that  they  have  had  has  been  due  to  their 
expery  knowledge.  he  in  Canada  must  produce  more  experts.  I  do  not 
need  to  assure  you  of  this.  Your  success  in  busioess  enables  you  to 
realise  this  better  than  most  people  do,  but  we  in  the  University  must 
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turn  out  the  expert.  Now  lif  we  do  not  educate  hiir  ourselves,  he  will 
go  to  the  United  States,  and  rarely  return.  Ae  have  literally 
hundreds  of  our  ffost  promising  Canadians  in  high  positions  >in  the 
United  States,  «ho  dn  the  past  have  gone  there  to  get  advanced  education. 
After  the  war  their  Universities  will  be  better  eouipped  than  ever. 

Our  students  will  not  go  to  Germany.  The  fiinancial  resources  of 
England  may  be  such  that  lit  may  be  difficult  for  them  to  go  to  England, 
and  the  United  b'tates  will  offer  greater  attractions  than  ever.  It 
lis  therefore  (incumbent  upon  us  lin  Canada  to  keep  our  people  home. 

Moreover,  with  the  rise  of  the  now  Universities  students  are  being 
educated,  but  know  nothing  about  astern  'Canada,  because  they  are  the 
sons  of  foreign  parents',  and  after  they  have  beun  educated  ,in  Winnipeg 
Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  they  will  naturally  go  south  to  the  great 
Universities  of  Miinnesota,  Wisconsin,  Chicago,  and  even  Cornell.  All 
these  Universities  offer  Fellowships,  and  are  eagper to  get  our  students. 
If  they  do  return  to  Canada  they  will  return  more  as  Americans  than 
Canadians  and  know  nothing  about  the  Fast.  To  my  miind  iit  iis  vital 
that  we  should  do  something  to  attract  them  'here.  It  is  a  great 
patriotic  duty  that  rests  upon  us.  Just  at  present  the  Gcvernmient 
cannot  help  us.  We  have  to  cut  down  expenses  on  all  sides,  I  am 
therefore  trying  to  secure  help  from  laeding  Canadians  who  will  look  upon 
this  as  a  patriotic  priiviilege.  Wiill  you  be  kind  enough  to  think  it 
over  and  not  to  decide  adversely  at  least  before  I  have  a  chance  to  talk 
with  you.
